• More than half of the Licensees have successfully renewed online; there has been a 
lot great feedback from the public, as well as, some negative feedback.  

• Director Guay feels the Developer is vested in our program; has obtained more 
insight into our daily operations as he continues to make adjustments to improve the 
functionality of our renewal system.  
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• Finally, the 2nd and final notice has been mailed to those individuals who are still 
outstanding and there will be a final deadline of February 29, 2008. 

 
 
Attorney Adams briefed the Board on her progress with the 2008 Mobility Legislation:  
 

• She will be meeting with the Legislative Liaison at the Governor’s Office, Nora 
Duncan. 

•  She is looking for feed back, or any recommendations, as well as, whether or not 
they will be in support of this bill.

2004258-2789  Robert J. Strada & Co., LLC – failure to undergo and submit Quality Review due 
in 2005. Requesting settlement approval for payment of $750 civil penalty and Quality 
Review submitted by December 31, 2008. 
 
2007150-3098  Michael Theissen – 2006 CPE violation 
Mr. Thiessen, who works for KPMG,  earned his cpe late for the 2006 year and was offered 
a settlement.  He returned the settlement but his check was returned for insufficient funds.  
He did not complete the settlement until January of 2008. Recommended settlement 
approval requiring payment of $500 fine. 

 
2006005-2893 Richard Merrick -  Failure to submit QR report to the Board, improper use 
of a firm name more than two years after becoming a sole proprietorship. Recommend 
settlement for cease and desist order regarding the name Merrick and Young, 
successful application for new firm permit (on the firm permit list), and payment of 
$250.  Mr. Merrick has already submitted his completed QR. 
 
2007134-3096  Diane Martin – failure to renew 2007 license in a timely manner 
Ms. Martin called in December to renew her 2008 license and discovered that although she 
had submitted her firm permit renewal, she never successfully renewed her license.  She 
provided proof of over 40 hours of CPE for the 2007 renewal cycle and for the 2008 
renewal cycle. Recommend settlement approval for back licensing fee for 2007 ($450) 
pending reinstatement in 2008.
